A great deal of controversy has arricen on what has been previously claimed by

The strange thing is that although many such photos must have been 
taken, they are not released, and we can*t seem to get them, even though 
we request them* We have two photos of the Earth that have been released, 
one of the south pole, one of the north, both taken in the “summer" of 
each pole, and each one shows this perfectly round dark area where it should 
be if there was a hole. But this is where our "seeing things that we want 
to see" comes in. We need dozens, maybe hundreds of photos, to decide that 
the dark area actually exists as a permanent feature, and even then, it can 
only be said to be a dark area and not a hole. 

Study with an open mind the amazing sightings made through the years by 
dozens of astronomers, including constructions, including the two 10-mile 
spaceships hovering 5,000 feet over Picard in Mare Crisium, July 29, 1953, 
and you will soon be convinced that Intelligences have been on *our* satell¬ 
ite for at least 200 years. If you come out of this study still an adamant 
skeptic, I suggest you look closely into the so-called 'volcanic eruptions’ 
observed independently by two teams of astronomers Oct, 29, 1963. 

According to the words of the observers two "spots" and various "streaks" 
were seer..

Assuming that 
there are volcanoes on the Moon, how can any of them produce even an 
ordinary shapeless cloud of vapor, gasses, dust or what have you? The 
atmospheric pressure of the Moon, if there is any at all, must be so low 
that the stuff belched out by a volcano, geyser, or any other Lunar vent, 
would instantly expand explosively, so that there would be nothing left to 
form a cloud. For the sake of argument, let us suppose that your volcanic 
clouds' were different and made up of ionized particles held together by 
electrical charges and that they took the shape of the four 't 

different geometric figures seen on those two unforgettable nights: 

Circle, horse-shoe, bullet and cylinder. The production of just one such 
figure by the unguided forces of nature under the precise circumstarxes 
would be impossible. As a matter of fact, not one, but 25 were produced? 
I9the first night, 7 forming an oval, 6 forming a circle and 6 others 
forming the "streak", an 11 mile double test-tube formation. They came 
together, stayed together 20 minutes, and then faded avjay together.

Presumably, the flash v;as not in space above the lunar surface but right on 
it.

A member of the Royal Ast/ronomical Society of Eng, in 1869 reported 
he had observed countless points of bright light on the moon's surface, 
arranged in a number of geometric patterns. During the following 2 years, 

40 members of the Society reported over 100 similar sightings of lights, 

1871 reports of such sightings ceased. 

Astronomer of U.SwA,, F.B, Harris, in 1912, observed " a huge object 
of some kind, moving above the moon's surface", Harris said the object wac 
opaq’ie black, and approx, 50 miles wide, and close enough to the surface to 
cast a shadown on the moon. No corrobative evidence occurred and the 
sighting was dismissed. Dviring the next 40 years, mysterious white 
circular objects, so called "domes", were pericdically reported. On July 
29, 1953, another curious sigliting occurred, reported by John J, O'Neill, 
when studying Mare Crisum, where earlier he had seen only "the clear s'weep 
of the great sea, "he saw something which spanned an estimated 12 miles 
distance, vi/hich could only be called a "bridge's This Vvas confirmed a 
month .later by Eri’tain's leading astronomer, Dr, H, Percy Wilkins, and 
still ]ater by B.rltain's foremost Lunar authority. Dr, Patrick Moore, In 
.1958, v/ithin the crater Alphonsus, prominent Russian Astronomer Dr. 

Nikolai A, Ki'ozyen, s5.ghted an oval shaped object hovering near the moon’s 
s’urface and radiating a wie.rd glow, Repox't was confirmed by 2 USA 
astronomers,, H,F. Poppendick and W’eH, Bond, 

Astronomers at Lowell Obserx'atoi’y, 1963, observed red glows on the 
.rim of Aristarchus. Skeptics have ridiculed these sightings reports, even 
made by scientists (experts in astroncrr.’si) as illusions, Othe.rs think that 
perhaps there is activity on the other side of the moon. The near f’uture

Briefly, it is interesting to note the little publicized past study of the moon. 
For the startling facts demonstrate conclusively that the moon has been "active" 
ever since telescopes were first pointed at the lunar surface some AOO years ago . 

L-unar Lights 

The moon shines only by the reflection of sunlight. Yet through the centuries, 
over 10,000 baffling light phenomena - flares, bright spots, glows, blinding rays, 
blinking "signals" - have been observed by lunar astronomers through their tele¬ 
scopes. 

For instance, starting early in 1869. numerous blinking lights suddenly appeared 
in the Mare Crisium, a wide "sea" of flatlands as distinguished from crater-pocked 
areas. Further reports of the same phenomenon triggered the Royal Astronomical 
Society of England to urge all astronomers to watch that portion of the moon. And 
from 1869 on into 1871. more than 2,000 lights of various kinds were reported in 
the Mare Crisium, In April, 1371, the lights died out suddenly, never to appear 
again. 

In the past six years alone, in our modem times, over 100 light anoraalies have 
been seen on the moon. The crater Aristarchus is the single brightest spot on 
the moon and has displayed all kinds of flares as if it were some saucer-port 
equipped with m\iltiple searchlights and klieg-lights. .Besides innumerable lights 
seen in the 19th centiiry, Aristarchus featured a large glowing oval in 1950, and 
bright red spots as recently as 1963. ■ 

In contrast to Aristarchus, Plato is the darkest spot on the moon with an almost 
black crater floor. Changing light patterns are often seen across this dark 
backdrop and geometrical formations appear, such as a luminous triangle, a "gird" 
of crossed lines, red glows, and or-ange streaks, like Aristarchus, one crater 
displaying all these diverse kinds of optical pjrrtechnics - while nearby ones are 
"dead" and never light up - can be explained most logically by artificial lighting 
systems set up by aliens. And in 1877, American astronomers reported queer 
"flakes of light" all converging on the crater Plato, forming a huge lighted 
triangle. Other parts of the moon have also tantalized the star-gazers. 

Around 1850, many lights were seen in the lunar Carpathian Mountains, including 
one fantastic observation that looked like "torches in procession". Lights that 
blink like a signal are another widespread moon phenomenon, A series of flashing 
dots and dashes, almost like Morse code, was observed by the astronomer Webb on 
July 4j 1332. On October 20, 1824, Suropesn telescopes picked up intermittent 
flashes all night long from a dark region near* Aristarchus, In 1870, as many as 
27 individual light-spots in Plato began an "orchestration" of dimming and 
brightening like "luminous music," as Charles Fort vividly described it, 

Harold T, Wilkins, well-known explorer and UFOlogist, is more direct about Plato's 
winking lights when he says, "V/ere they signals, or landing lights, for flying 
saucers? As to signals, it was observed that, as one of these lights on the moon 
increased in brightness, another diminished. Then cnothcr light alternately shone 
and faded out, as if responding to the touch on switches of some mysterious lunar 
operator of electric battens of light/" 
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3AUGSR-P0RT3 ON THB MOON (Contd.) 

In 1903, Aristarchus added its bit v;hen a light as bright as a star flashed 
intermittently, on and off, over and over, Vihat do these flashing lights mean? 

There are so many of them seen that they can hardly have a natural cause. Nor can 
they be swamp gas on the arid and swampless moon (with apologies to Dr, Hynek), 

Are we seeing coded signals flashed from one moon base to another? Or messages 
beamed to earth, not for earth-people’s eyes but for the eyes of UFO crews in 
earth’s skies? 

In 1873> after an exhaustive study of these blinking lights on the moon, the Royal 
Society of Britain gave the candid and startling verdict that ’’coded" lunar flashes 
were "intelligent attempts by an lanlaiown race on the moon to signal earth." 

Obviously, those staid and ultra-conservative astronomers had no other valid 
theory that could hold up and were forced into this conclusion as the only one left. 

The plethora of mystery lights on the moon- often flaring up only for minutes or 
hours with startling suddenness - cannot be any pattern of reflected sunlight which 
spreads in a slow, steady progression across the lunar surface. Volcano action 
might account for some especially red glows. Meteors striking and turning 
Incandescent might explain others. But the vast majority of the lunar wlll-o-the- 
wisps cannot be explained in conventional terms by any stretch of imagination by 
astronomers. 

The one logical stretch of imagination that they refuse to employ is that UFO’s, 
UFOnauts, and flying saucer camps cause those lights. Otherwise, the "dead" moon 
is violating all the laiown laws of physics, geology, and radiation. Another 
peculiar facet of the riddle of the lights is that most of them occur in the north¬ 
ern hemisphere of the moon, and very few in the southern. Why? Could it be be¬ 
cause the saucermen have congregated thei-e just as people on earth congregate in 
cities and metropolitan areas that are most convenient? 

If, on the other hand, the strange lights are natural phenomena, why don’t they 
occur uniformly all over the moon? Here agaln> scientific law and logic break 
down. And if the lunar lights are not saucerman-made, what conceivable geological 
or optical miracles could account for the world of dull rock and even duller dust 
spangling out at times like a Christmas tree? 

Moving Objects 

Time and again, telescopes at the limits of their resolution power have revealed 
unknown objects of various kinds moving across or near the moon, or suddenly ap¬ 
pearing out of nowhere at a certain spot on the moon. 

Sept. 7, 1820 - During a lunar eclipse with the moon’s reflected glare toned down, 
French astronomers saw strange objects moving in straight lines, separated by uni¬ 
form distances. They were close to the moon’s disk and "moved in military precision 

Something similar was again seen on Aug, 7, 1869, during a solar eclipse with the 
sun’s masking glare removed - abjects marching in straight and parallel lines 
across the blackened lunar disk. 

In IS74, a Czechloslovalci.cn astromomer reported - "I saw an abject of so peculiar 
a nature that I laiow not what to make of it,’ It v;as dazzlingly white, and slowly 
traversed the disc of the moon. I (even) watched it after it left the moon’s 
face," In other words, the object was no part of the moon since it left and went 
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out into space. What else could that be but a craft? Planets and moons don’t 
"throw off" objects. 

And notice how one observation in 1899 fits the classical description of 
saucers seen on earth - an enormous "star" that changed color from white to red 
to blue, was seen moving like a kite in the sky near the moon^ Was it a 
manevtvering UPO with the usual color changes associated with their movement? 
However, to be seen clearly from 240,000 miles away, this UFO must have been 
gigantic indeed - at least 25 miles long. Yet other such gigantic moving 
objects near and over the moon have beenieported many times. 

For instance, in 1912. Harris of England reported: "I saw on the moon an in¬ 
tensely black object about 250 miles long and 150 miles wide, like a vast crow 
poised," He speculated that it might have been the shadow thrown by something 
floating above the moon, which would still be colossal in size. 

An astronomer of recent times, seeing a 1902 report of colored tiny "suns" in 
space near the moon could only exclaim: "It beats me what they werej" In 1912 
during another lunar eclipse, something like a "superb rocket" shot away from 
the moon, as reported both by French and British astronomers. 

In 1917. a French astronomical jovtmal reported that a bright object was seen 
near the moon and "travelling with it". Was it a UFO in orbit around the moon? 
Astronomical eyes really bugged out when suddenly, in the center of the moon's 
disk, a new abject appeared that had never been seen before. Its shape and 
form covild not be distinguished clearly but it something solid and alien. 
Significantly perhaps, it was seen in 1877, the year Asaph Hall discovered the 
two moons of Mars which had also never been detected before even with bigger 
telescopes, as if they too had appeared out of nowhere - or as if placed there 
by someone. 

In 1889, black dots or objects also appeared suddenly in the crater Copernicus, 
on the ramparts of Gassendi, and in Plinius, It is food for thought that two 
of these dot-groups were not seen the next night - as if they had moved by 
them-selves. 

Great flocks - or fleets? - of either black dots or luminous objects were 
reported many times, crossing the face of the moon - by Herrick in I860, by 
Lamey in 1874, by the famed Messier in 1777, by Auber in 1836, Some may have 
been out-of-focus flocks of birds not far above the telescop's lenses, super¬ 
imposed over the moon's disc. 

But in most cases, the movement of the objects was too slow for the swift 
flight of fowl overhead, v;hich would not take minutes to flitacross the moon's 
face but mere seconds. Hence, the mystery remains as to what these large 
numbers of objects were, and are, that periodically cruise over the lunar 
surface unlike meteors or any other known natural bodies. The reports consis¬ 
tently mention tbe "precision" of their movement - the kind of precision 
possible only for powered vehicles manned by intelligent beings. 

No astronomer has yet satisfactorily explained all these flying objects and 
suddenly-appearing dots on the moon, simply because they can't. And typically, 
rather than accept the "preposterous" explanation that they must be powered 
and piloted craft, they have swept these Ivinar irregularities under that

Whanaarei (AAP), A Northland farmer has discovered three large mystery "circles 
in his paddocks. 

He found them six days after a family in the neighbourhood reported seeing an 
unidentified flying object, 

Mr. S.E. V/ills, who has farmed on the Northland west coast near Dargaville for 
20 years, described the "circles" yesterday as about 20 ft, in diameter and 
about 35 yards apart. 

They were all distiguished by a four to five inch outer rim of darker green 
grass within the circles. 

The grass was brown and appeared to be dying and the earth in one of the 
circles appeared to be sinking, 

"But until it is proved there are flying saucers or anything like that they 
are just rings in the grass," Mr, V/ills said. 

From "Daily Telegraph. Saturday. October. 11th. 1969 ," 

Auckland . Fri, Scientists are studying three mystery circles in scrub and 
gra ss on farms near Auckland to test "flying saucer" theories. 

The Minister for Science (Mr, Talboys) has asked the scientists to make tests. 
Some reports say the scrub around the circles is dehydrated and radio-active. 
Thousands ofpeople have visited a 42 foot circle in tea tree scrub, found a 
month ago on the farm of Bertram G, O'Neil at Ngatea, 70 miles from Auckland, 

The trees at the edge are bleached and dead. 

At first Government scientists were not interested. 

Then a horticultural consultant, Mr, H, Stuart-Menzies said geiger-counter 
tests showed trees near the circle were radio=active. 

He said every ounce of moisture in the trees had been vaporised instantan- 
eoursly and the wood was bone dry and brittle. 

He said: "Some kind of high-frequency radiation has cooked the material from 
inside out, 

"The energy has reduced pith to black carbon without the outside showing signs 
of burning, 

"I know of no earthly source of energy, such as a meteorite or lightning which 
could have done this, 

"Some outside object seems to have landed on the spot and in taking off, em¬ 
itted energy which cooked the plants," 

From Tauranaa. Today (NZPA ), The Ngatea "flying saucer mystery" took a new 
turn today v/hen a Tauranga horticulttirist said high frequency shortwave rad¬ 
iation caused the death of a manuka tree in a circle discovered by a Ngatea 
farmer, ^^r, B.G. O'Neil, on his property. 

On Mit, O'Neil's property, in a stand of manuka, is a rough equilateral 
triangle, devoid of vegetation, where imprints have been made in the ground 
about nine feet apart. 

The imprints all have smaller "toes" - tvjo smaller indentations about four or 
five feet from the larger holes. 

Surrounding the area of no vegetation is a 60 ft, diameter rough circle of 
dead manuka. 

Outside the area of dead manuka the vegetation has suffered no apparent 
damage. 
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From Tauranga, Today (NZPA ). Contd. A Mr, H. Cooke said the 
markings were caused by a heavy object making a soft landing, 

"There is too much detail for it to be a hoax," he said, 

"The craft had come into land vertically and taken off en a ^•5deg, 
angle. This would account for the way the manuka was ’burnt,’" 

From Melbourne Truth, Sat., Oct, 2^th 1969 , Photographs of a 
strange, bright object moving across the sky have completely 
baffled one of Melbourne's leading astronomers. 

Professor David Marshall, head of Melbourne Observatory, and 
leoturer at Melbourne’s Planetarium, has scotched reports that the 
pictures show the planet Saturn, 

"The object could not possibly be Saturn," he told Truth, 

"I have no idea what it is, I am baffled," he said. 

The pictures, some of which are published exclusively in Truth, 
were taken near Deniliquin, a New South Wales country town, 200 
miles north of Melbourne, 

And they aren’t the only evidence of mysterious flying objects 
in the district. 

In recent months, at least 60 people living in the farming areas 
near Deniliquin have seen sttange bright objects in the sky. 

The sightings were highlighted by a number of strange incidents 
which are still baffling astronomers and R.A.A.F. experts. 

Recent incidents include 5 

1, ) A Farmer ploughing a field claims he was chased by a large 

silvery-blue object that swooped down from the sky over his 
tractor, 

2, ) A Deniliquin photographer, with several witnesses, took a 

series of photographs of a similar glowing object that rose 
from behind a group of trees and moved diagonally across the 
sky before disappearing, 

3, ) Two youths holidaying in the nearby Finley area claim that a 

bright illuminated object fllowed their car for a long distance 
along a dark, deserted country road before disappearing at 
a blinding speed, 

^•, ) A Woman living in the Stephens-Ware district, says she 
watched a bright object descend behind a troup of trees, 
near her home, 

5 , ) At least ^0 people who parked their cars near thick bush in 
the same area not long after their sighting watcued in awe 
as an orange-yellow object appeared in the sky and then van¬ 
ished, 

6*) A meteorite, fragments from which were later found to con¬ 
tain an organism from outer space, exploded over a nearby 
district. 

These Incidents have all occured in a ^-0 mile radius of each other 
during the past five months. 

The most recent sighting of a UFO was made over Deniliquin last 
Friday at about 11 p,m, 

R.A.A.F, and Bureau of Meteorology experts are reported to have 
conducted an inquiry and interviewed witnesses. But no comment 
has been made by the experts about the incidents, other than ref¬ 
erences to Venus and the planet Saturn, 
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From Melbourne Truth. Sat«. Oct. 2^th 1969 . Contd, The first 
sighting of an Unidentified Flying Object was reported by farmer 
Mr. Lindsay Dillon, of Calimo, 15 miles west of Deniliquin, 
towards the end of May. 

Mr. Dillon, 25, said he was ploughing a paddock on the property tf 
Mr. A.E. Hocking, of Brassi, near Deniliquin, when he noticed a 
brilliant light coming over the paddock towards him. 

"At first I thought the object was the headlights of a car," he 
said. "But then I realised the lights were too high as they were 
moving above the trees. They were moving too slowly to be from 
an aircraft. 

"The object hovered above a truck not far from where I was on the 
tractor. Slowly it moved away and they disappeared. 

"The object reappeared on the other side of me about 500 feet 
away. 

"It was about 15-20 feet in diameter. At about this time it began 
changing color. First it was a silvery brightness and then it 
turned to a blueish color. 

"Just as Mr. Tony Hocking drove through the paddock gate the object 
drew back, then rose sharply over a group of trees. It acceler¬ 
ated straight up at a terrific speed and stopped high in the sky 
slowly disappearing as the sun rose. 

"It was so bright it completely illuminated the clouds above us 
We could see it moving away for nearly an hour. It gave me the 
fright of my life." 

Mr. Dillon told truth he had reported the incident to the local 
police who forwarded details to the RAAF. 

He had received no explanation frou: either the police or the RAAF. 
After this incident, a local photographer, Mr. Geoff Allen, 
accompanied by Mr. Dillon and a friend, Peter V/alton, set out to 
watch for the object in the same paddock. 

The paddock, surrounded by a group of towering gum trees, is 
located about two miles from the Hock^^ng farm, about 12 miles from 
Deniliquin. 

They set uppost near an old farmhouse and began their wait. 

At approximately h a.m. they saw a blinding white light appear from 
behind a group of trees at the far end of the paddock. 

The light began to move slowly across the sky in a north-easterly 
direction. 

Mr. Allen, armed with three 35 mm cameras mounted on heavy duty 
tripods with 210 mm. lens set at ^.5, began to take pictures of 
the strange object. 

He took a two-minute exposure of the first shot, and his other 
shots varied on up to 28-minute exposures. He took a series of 
seven photographs. 

The film, Tri-X-Pan ^-00-ASM, was boosted to 3200 ASA. 

The developing took about l^- hours to process, because of the 
boosting of the speed of the film. Normally it takes about 
eight minutes. 

Some of the pictures he took are reproduced in Truth (Oct. 25th,*69) 
Photographic experts who have examined the negatives of the 
pictures say the images could not have been caused by internal 
reflection in the camera or by a developing flaw. 
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Taken from Melbourne Truth, Sat, Oct, 25th, 1969, (Cont’d,) 

Truth this week talked to Mr, Allen and asked him to describe what he saw as he 
was taking the pictures. The two men who were with him told a similar story, 

"It was a large, ball-like object," Mr, Allen said, "Prom where I was it 
appeared to be about the size of a utility truck. It definitely wasn’t a star. 

It rose from behind the trees at a height of about 500 feet, I took a number 
of pictures as the object moved diagonally across the sky. All of the pictures 
were on time exposin’e. The longest exposure was about 28 minutes," 

Mr, Allen said he sent his photographs - a series of seven at various positions- 
to authorities at the Mount Stromlo Observatory, in Canberra, for examination. 
"About a week later I received a reply from them," Mr. Allen aid, "They informed 
me that the object in question was the planet Saturn. But the object was far 
too close and bright to be a planet, • I am not sajd.ng it was a flying saucer, 
but I swear, and so will the other people v;ith me that night, that there was 
something very strange about it," 

Professor David Marshall, who lectures at the Applied 'Science Building in 
Melbourne’s Planetarium, and who is also head of Melbourne’s Observatory, told 
Trugh he examined Mr, Allen’s photographs only a fev; days after they were 
taken, "On the information Mr, Allen presented to me, as well as considering 
the brightness of the object and its location, it is my opinion that the object 
could not havo possibly been Saturn," he said. Professor Marshall added; "I 
was baffled. I have no idea that they were," 

A spokesman for the R.A.A.F. told Truth itvas in the public interest that all 
information on UPO’s be carefully considered before any official comment was 
made, 

"IP WE C/IE OUT .HID SAID THESE THINGS WERE UPO’s, THERE IS NO TELLING WHTJ 
AFISCT THIS STATE^ENT WOULD ttlVE ON THE PUBLIC. IT COULD CAUSE A PANIC," HE 
SAID. 


The spokesman said he could give no explanation for the strange incidents that 
have been occm’ring in the Deniliquin area, Shortley after Mr, Geoff Allen 
photographed the object, a number of other sightings were reported from the 
Deniliquin district. The Finley - Toc.umwal area in N.S.W, has also been 
apparently subjected to the presence of an object which has not been identified. 

Two yovdig men holidaying with Mr, and Mrs, A, Cooling, of Finley, reported 
seeing a bright object in the sky when returning from visiting friends in a 
nearby town, Mr, Lewis Grinham arid Mr, Brian Crichton, of Numurkah, said they 
were travelling halfway between Tocinnwall and Finley when they noticed a bright 
light appear over their car. 

In an interview, they said they at first thought it was the headlights of 
another car, but later realised that it was actually hovering OVER their car. 
They said they saw the bright light for about five minutes before it 
disappeared into the distance towards Finley, 

Mrs, Vera Hynds, a farmer’s wife living at Stephens-Ware, told Truth slie saw a 
glowing bright object which q)peared to land behind a group of trees near her 
home about three weeks ago, _ 
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”1 was out in my garden at about 6 p,m, when I heard my dog bark”, she said, 

”1 looked up and saw a glowing object descending into a group of trees about 
500 yards away. It was about the size of a big beach ball and it was reflecting 
a silverj’’ blue color, I v;as petrified, "Then suddenly it shot up into the slqr 
like a flash of lightning and disappeared,” 

Another strange object was seen by at least 40 people in the sane area about 
12 weeks ago, xlccording to several of the 40 witnesses a bright orange-yellow 
object appeared in the sky overhead for several seconds and then vanished. 

There has been no explanation as to v;hat the object was. 

Residents in the Echuca district, about 40 miles from Deniliquin, are still 
talcing about the shower of meteorites which fell in the area about five v/eeks 
ago. During the shov/er several loud explosions could be heard as far away as 
Shepparton, more then 50 miles distant. 

Experts examined fragments of the meteorites and discovered that some contained 
spores of regwort, an organism made up of living cells. Professor Marshall 
explained that the meteorites were of a hexagonal structure containing a carbon- 
type material capable of hosting living cells of outer space origin. 

The most recent report of a UFO sighting in the Deniliquin area was about 11pm 
last Friday night, Accojrding to witnesses, a bright silvery object streamed 
across the town in a northerly direction at a blinding speed. So far there 
has been no explanation of this sighting,
